Hatters v Doncaster 
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Police shelved 
over a third of 
investigations

MORE than a third of all investiga¬ 
tions into reported crimes since 
April have been ‘screened out’ by 
Bedfordshire Police. 

A Freedom of Information request 
by Luton On Sunday has revealed 
that 40.4 per cent of crimes reported 
to Bedfordshire Police from April 1 
until September 13 had been 
‘screened out/ meaning they were 
only investigated at the point they 
were reported. 

The highest percentage of crimes 
shelved were vehicle crimes, at 76 
per cent. 

Following were burglaries, with 75 
per cent and criminal damage, with 
61.1 per cent of investigations 
screened out respectively. 

More serious crimes such as homi¬ 
cide, rape and drug trafficking cur¬ 
rently have no reports still pending 
investigation. 


The force received a total of 19,048 
crime reports over that period of 
time, with 7,680 still pending pos¬ 
sible future investigation. 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire 
Police said all recorded crimes were 
investigated, with officers looking 
for ‘potential witnesses, CCTV evi¬ 
dence or forensic opportunity’. 

She added: “Bedfordshire Police 
takes all reports of crimes very 
seriously. 

“Those which do not 
offer any possibility for 
further investigation at 
the initial stage are 
recorded and placed on 
file. 

“However, while no 
further action will be 
taken at this point, the 
crimes which have been 
dealt with in this way will be 
reviewed and re-investigated if fur¬ 
ther evidence comes to light at a 
later date. 


“Anyone who has new informa¬ 
tion about a crime that has been 
committed is encouraged to con¬ 
tact us so that we can review the 
case and pursue further lines of 
enquiry if appropriate.” 

Kathryn Holloway, Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Bedfordshire, defended the screen¬ 
ing out process. 

She said: “The screening out of 
crimes does not mean they 
are not investigated, in fact 
it is the reverse: they are 
investigated but not con¬ 
cluded. 

“This does not mean 
they are simply aban¬ 
doned. 

“The force returns to 
them if new lines of enquiry 
arise as they are part of a devel- 
oping intelligence 

picture. 

“It would be misleading to suggest 
otherwise.”

Lib Dem woe at ‘watered 
down’ call for Brexit vote

LIBERAL Democrat councillors 
are upset that a recommendation 
for the council to call for a second 
EU referendum has been ‘watered 
down’ by their political rivals. 

Members of Luton Borough 
Council’s finance review group 
had recommended that the 
authority write to town MPs Gavin 
Shuker and Kelvin Hopkins, and 
urge them to back growing calls 
for a referendum on the terms on 
how the country will leave the EU. 


But the motion, which was put 
forward by two Lib Dem members 
of the finance review group - 
David Franks and Alan Skepelhorn 
- was amended at a meeting of the 
council on Tuesday evening. 

Instead, says Councillor 
Skepelhorn, the move to write to 
MPs has been scrapped. 

He said: “I’m upset, because we 
are the only ones who seem 
prepared to fight for the right of 
Luton residents to have a final say 
on the Brexit deal. 

“Instead it is now asking the 
council’s executive to monitor 


anything that happens and act if 
it’s going to have an effect on the 
finances of the council or 
businesses in the town. 

“What that actually means, we 
don’t know - it seems to be saying 
‘let’s see what happens’ rather 
than getting MPs to be proactive.” 

Luton voted to leave the 
European Union back in June, 
with 47,773 electing to leave 
compared to 36,708 choosing to 
remain part of the Union. 

Labour MP Mr Shuker, who rep¬ 
resents the Luton South constitu¬ 
ency, campaigned to remain. 


Though he will no longer be 
written to by the council, he does 
support the British people being 
given another say, just in a differ¬ 
ent way to the Liberal councillors. 

He said: “My own view is that 
although people were clear they 
wanted to leave, there isn’t a man¬ 
date for any deal on how we leave. 

“I do actually think it needs to be 
approved by the British public in 
some way, but not in a referendum 
- possibly through a general elec¬ 
tion. People have to be able to 
decide whether the deal is the 
right way forward though.”

A MUM-TO-BE arrived at hospital 
just in the nick of time to give birth 
to her baby boy after being given a 
lift in the back of a police van. 

Kirsty Flynn, 31, almost delivered 
little Coby in her mum’s car footwell 
when they got stuck in traffic after 
she went into labour. 

Luckily a British Transport Police 
van was ahead of them in the queue 
and officers offered to blue light her 
to the maternity ward. 

They quickly weaved through 
traffic with sirens wailing, arriving at 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital 
moments before the newborn entered 
the world. 

Single full-time mum Kirsty said: 
“My first two labours were quick so I 
knew once my waters broke and the 
pain started it wouldn’t be long. 

“I got one pain at 11.20am and then 
the next one about 10 minutes later. 

“We got the car to go to the hospital. 
When we were driving the pains got 
closer to one minute apart, that was 
when mum saw the police van, I was 
trying to push the head out. 

“When we got to the hospital one of

the officers ran in and got me a 
wheelchair and the other one was 
helping to calm me. 

“It ah happened really quickly, they 
got me a bed and after two pushes my 
son had arrived. 

“I was told that from when we 
arrived until he was born, it was only 
six minutes.” 

Kirsty, who is also mum to Harley 
Smith, five, and two-year-old Kairo 


Smith, gave birth to baby Coby Smith 
at 12.06pm. 

He weighed 51b 13oz after being 
born three weeks early and he and 
Kirsty have now been allowed back 
home. 

She added: “We are both home now 
and he is doing well, he is like a little 
doll. 

“I can’t thank the officers enough, 
they were amazing. If they had not 
taken me I would have given birth in 
the car on the crowded back seat.” 

Kirsty’s mum, Joy added: “I am 
grateful for their help, 

“People nowadays are too quick to 
make complaints when things are 
not right regarding the police but are 
more reluctant to give praise when 
they receive help. 

“Manners cost nothing and I like to 
give credit where it’s due.” 

PC David Spooner, of the British 
Transport Police, added: “It was our 
pleasure to help transport Ms Flynn 
to hospital whilst she was in labour. 

“We are pleased we were able to 
help get mum and baby to the hospi¬ 
tal safely and we’re thrilled they are 
both doing well. 

“Every cop joins the job to help 
people but I never expected I’d be 
helping a mum in labour!” 


Man seriously hurt in lift shaft fall 


A MAN was taken to hospital after 
he fell down a lift shaft on Tuesday 
evening. 

He sustained serious injuries in 
the fall, which happened at a vacant 
building in King Street, Luton, close 
to the YMCA. 

Emergency services including 
Bedfordshire Police and the air 
ambulance were called. 

A number of roads were closed as 
they assessed the man’s situation, 


including King Street and Cardiff 
Road. 

The A505 Luton ring road was also 
shut from the Telford Way round¬ 
about to the Castle Street round¬ 
about. The roads had reopened to 
traffic by around 8.30pm. 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service said: 
“We were called at 6.26pm on 
Tuesday to reports that a man had 
fallen down a lift shaft, at a proper¬ 


ty on King Street in Luton. An 
ambulance, two rapid response 
vehicles and an air ambulance from 
the Essex and Herts Air Ambulance 
Trust (EHAAT) attended. 

“The man was taken to St Mary’s 
hospital by land ambulance with 
serious injuries to his head and 
pelvis.” 

Bedfordshire Police added that the 
injuries were ‘not life threatening’ 
and the incident was not suspicious.

LUTON Borough Council is 
planning to retain 100 per 
cent of business rates start¬ 
ing in 2020. 

In 2015, the then Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, George 
Osborne, proposed to change 
fundamentally the basis of 
local government finance by 
moving to a system of 100 per 
cent Business Rates 
Retention, which Luton 
Borough Council is looking at 
implementing into its fund¬ 
ing plans. 

The plans will ‘cement an 
incentive to grow’ in Luton’s 
economy, but are not without 
their risks. 

Labour Cllr Andrew 
Malcolm, portfolio holder for 
finance, said: “The proposal 
from central government for 
local councils to retain 100 


per cent of business rates by 
2020/21 has pros and cons. 

“The difficulties will be 
around finding ways to 
smooth out fluctuations in 
funding so as to be able to 
plan effectively and provide 
public services to Luton 
residents and businesses. 

“The main issue is that busi¬ 
nesses frequently appeal the 
amount they pay in rates, and 
if you lose an appeal or lose a 
business, we will lose money. 

“Positively, this change will 
cement an incentive to grow 
the local economy.” 

Currently, the council 
retains 49 per cent of busi¬ 
ness rates, with one per cent 
of funding going to the fire 
authority. 

The remaining 50 per cent 
goes to central government, 
which is then redistributed 
among local authorities 
across the country, of which 


Luton Borough Council 
receives a figure of around 
£10m. The plans are currently 
in the middle of a consulta¬ 
tion process, but if it is 
successful it is believed it 
could net the council a total 
of £40m in funding a year. 

Cllr Malcolm added: “This 
aligns with our investment 
framework, which outlines 
£1.5 billion of inward invest¬ 
ment to the town over the 
coming years and is ultimate¬ 
ly about securing the 
economic well being and 
prosperity of our town.” 

The council has also taken 
steps towards securing 
government funding and has 
sent an application to the 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government. 

The plans aim to secure at 
least £10.7m a year until the 
financial year 2020/21.

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Walk in memory 
of dead dog Zeus

DOG owners took their 
pooches out for a walk with a 
special meaning - in 
memory of an Akita that was 
brutally killed. 

More than 20 people were 
expected to bring their Akita 
dogs on a walk through Luton 
yesterday which passed the 
spot where Zeus was 
brutally slain in July. 

Last week the RSPCA urged 
anyone with information 
about the horrific incident to 
come forward after police 
investigations fell through. 

Zeus was stabbed in wood¬ 
land near Hilltop Court at 
around 9pm on July 17, but 
managed to survive the night 
in agony. 

But his life was ended 
horrifically the following 
evening when he was fatally 
shot three times. 

The incident shocked a 
group of Akita owners so 
much they wanted to do 
something to remember the 
stricken dog. 

So yesterday at 11am they 
took their pups on a walk in 
the area where Zeus’ life 
ended prematurely, wearing 
commemorative ribbons.

Sara Kayser, from Lewsey 
Farm, planned to attend with 
her Akita dogs Summer and 
Atlas. 

She told Luton on Sunday: 
“We saw the reports in your 
newspaper and a few people 
wanted to do something. 

“Akitas are misunderstood 
breeds. Hopefully this walk 
will raise awareness and stop 
giving the breed a bad name. 

“No dog is evil. We need to 
instead look at the owners 
who are the real ones to 


blame. Akitas do seem to fall 
into the wrong hands a lot.” 

Sara added that the group 
were in favour of bringing 
back the dog licence law, 
which was removed in 1987. 

Anyone with information 
about Zeus’ death is still 
being urged to contact the 
RSPCA on 0300 123 8018 and 
leave a message for Inspector 
Bailey 13180.

Private details sent to 
stranger by council

A WOMAN who requested information held 
about herself from a council was shocked 
when she was opened a document full of 
confidential details about another person. 

Hannah Willis, who lives in Dunstable, had 
requested all the information Central 
Bedfordshire Council (CBC) held about her in 
a Freedom of Information request. 

But when they sent it, it was all about a dif¬ 
ferent Hannah Willis. 

When she received the email, Ms Willis 
said: “It was horrible to see someone else’s 
information sent to me. 

“There’s information about me which I 
wouldn’t want other people to see about 
myself if it was sent in error. 

“I don’t know how I’d feel if private informa¬ 
tion about myself had been sent out in error 
to someone I’d never met. There’s stuff in 
there about me and my parents which nobody 
else should be able to see and the same for 
her, I just think it’s 
horrible.” 

Ms Willis deleted the information sent to 
her in error after contacting CBC to inform 
them of their mistake. 

On the mix-up, a spokesman for the author¬ 
ity said it was an ‘isolated incident’. 

He added: “Following a request from a cus¬ 
tomer for a copy of the information we hold 
about them, the wrong information was sent 
that related to another adult with similar 
details. 

“The information was password protected 
and only made available to the requester.

“We issued an apology for the error straight 
away and the customer was asked to delete 
the information, which they confirmed had 
been done. 

“This was also confirmed in an email and 
the correct details were later supplied. We 
have contacted the person whose details had 
been sent in error, to explain what has hap¬ 
pened and to confirm that remedial action 
had been taken. 

“Central Bedfordshire Council is commit¬ 
ted to protecting information and keeping 
sensitive data safe. This is an isolated inci¬ 
dent that we deeply regret and our officers 
worked quickly to resolve the situation.”

Muslims in the media 


AFTER graduating from the 
University of Cambridge, Basit 
Mahmood writes articles on 
politics and current affairs for 
a wide range of publications in 
a personal capacity. 

In his latest blog, he looks at 
how Muslims, and Islam, are 
portrayed in the media. 



THEY are portrayed as the 
‘enemy within’, all 2.7 million 
of them. 

Followers of a faith that is 
hostile to a way of life built 
on liberalism and tolerance. 

This is the message that is 
pushed by much of the 
British media when it comes 
to Islam and Muslims. 

Newspapers publish head¬ 
lines daily that they wouldn’t 
publish about other religions 
or races. 

For example, ‘Muslim plot 
to kill the Pope’ - apparently 
every Muslim was making 
plans to kill the head of the 
Catholic Church! 

Or take the headlines asso¬ 
ciating Islam with criminality 
as though the only reason it 
was committed was because 
the individual was a Muslim. 

Replace the word Muslim 
with any other religious 
group or race in such head¬ 
lines, and ask yourselves 
whether it would be deemed 
acceptable? 

A study by Lancaster 
University in 2013 of 
200,000 newspaper articles 
between 1998 and 2009 
found ‘one in six references 
to the word Islamic occurred 
next to a word referring to an 
extremist belief such as 
fanatic or militant’. 

I am not trying to shut 
down legitimate debate 
about Islamic beliefs and 
practices. 

I do not believe any reli¬ 
gious ideology should be 
afforded special status. 

However there’s a differ¬ 
ence between pushing for 
reform of a religion on the 
one hand, and smearing an 
entire religion for the actions 
of a minority on the other. 


What about those who 
claim that fear of Islam is 
rational? Is it rational to fear 
2.7 million people due to the 
actions of a minority? 

Extremism experts suggest 
otherwise. MI5 released a 
report on radicalisation 
which found a ‘large number 
of those involved in terrorism 
do not practise their faith 
regularly’. You won’t find that 
in many headlines. 

So what can British 
Muslims and others do to 
tackle Islamophobia in the 
media? 

Firstly, there needs to be 
more lobbying of the media 
to tackle Islamophobia and 
to report issues when they 
arise. 

The less media attitudes 
towards Muslims go unchal¬ 
lenged, the more brazen 
such outlandish attitudes will 
become. 

Secondly, if we are to 
improve coverage of Islam 
there must be more diversity 
within the media. At present 
only 0.5 per cent of journal¬ 
ists are Muslim. 

Finally the religious illitera¬ 
cy of journalists is a concern, 
so providing training for 
reporters working in these 
areas would help tackle prej¬ 
udices within the media. 

I’m not making a plea for 
special treatment of Islam, 
but one for fairness. A plea 
to stop the daily smearing of 
an entire religion based on 
irrational beliefs and fears. 

For failure to do so not only 
increases alienation amongst 
British Muslims, but feeds 
into the narrative of the 
extremists that there is inev¬ 
itably a clash between the 
West and Islam.

MPs back

LUTON’S Labour MPs have 
both now given their backing 
to calls for doctors to be able 
to prescribe cannabis for 
medical reasons. 

Within the last two weeks 
the All Party Parliamentary 
Group on Drug Policy Reform 
has urged the Home Office to 
‘reclassify herbal cannabis’. 

This would allow doctors to 
prescribe small amounts to 
patients for medicinal 
purposes, as it would be in 
the same class as drugs such 
as steroids. 

A number of other countries 
have already legalised medic¬ 
inal access to cannabis to 
help with anxiety and chron¬ 
ic pain, including parts of the 
USA and Germany. And legal¬ 
ising the drug for those pur¬ 
poses has won the backing of 
both of the town’s MPs. 

Gavin Shuker, who repre¬ 
sents Luton South, said: “I 
think doctors should be able 
to prescribe any drugs that 
are proven to prevent suffer¬ 
ing or promote wellness. 

“This report presents the 
argument that it would help, 
and I don’t want to stand in 
the way of doctors doing that. 


“But it’s an entirely separate 
issue to legalising it for recre¬ 
ational use, which I would not 
support legalising it to be 
used for.” 

His calls echo comments 
made by his Luton North 
counterpart Kelvin Hopkins 
to Luton on Sunday earlier 
this year in May. 

Back then Mr Hopkins said: 
“I support the use of cannabis 
for medicinal purposes and 
the government should legis¬ 
late for this. 

“The evidence that canna¬ 


bis helps control pain for a 
wide variety of illnesses is 
becoming clearer and the UK 
should follow the example of 
half the states of the USA and 
countries such as Germany, 
Spain, Italy, the Netherlands 
and Portugal.” 

His comments came as we 
reported on a petition to the 
government calling on Luton 
to become the ‘cannabis cap¬ 
ital of the world’ by legalising 
it. It has 304 signatures of the 
10,000 it needs to get a 
response from government.

Girls target teen 
boy in hate crime

A TEENAGE boy was spat at 
by a group of girls aged 
between 10 and 15 in a racist 
attack. 

Officers investigating the 
racially aggravated assault, 
which happened at around 
7pm in Marsh Road, Luton, on 
September 15, believe the 
incident is a hate crime and 
are appealing for witnesses. 

The boy was walking along 
Marsh Road when he was set 
upon by the group of four or 
five white girls, who were 
shouting racist remarks, spit¬ 
ting at him and throwing 


stones. PC Sarah Grima 
praised members of the pub¬ 
lic who stepped in to help. 

“This is despicable behav¬ 
iour and there is absolutely no 
place for prejudice in our 
county,” she said. 

“There were several mem¬ 
bers of the public who tried to 
help the victim and we are 
urging them to come forward. 

“One driver ensured the 
victim got home safely. 

“It is encouraging that we 
have such honourable mem¬ 
bers of our community and 
we are grateful for their 
support to the victim. We 
would ask that they come for¬ 
ward with any information 


that could assist our investi¬ 
gation.”

IT’S getting new shops, new 
roads and improvements to 
the town centre - it appears 
investment will be bringing 
exciting times to Dunstable. 

Residents will be seeing 
the first new signs of that if 
they head along to the White 
Lion retail centre this week. 

With a new Brantano store 
having already opened, 
empty units will instead be 
replaced by a Next store, 
opening on Tuesday, with a 
TK Maxx launching nearer 
the festive season. 

It’s just the start though, 
with millions of pounds 
being set aside to improve 
the High Street and the town 
centre. 

“It’s a very exciting time for 
Dunstable with all the 
positive changes that we are 
delivering,” says Councillor 
Nigel Young, the executive 
member for regeneration at 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council. 

“We have awarded 
£610,000 of funding through 
the Market Town 
Regeneration Fund which, 
together with match funding 
from Dunstable Town 
Council, will provide over 
£1.2 million pounds of 
investment to deliver seven 
projects that will enhance 
the town centre as a destina¬ 



tion that people want to visit 
and spend both their time 
and money.” 

The projects include a new 
splash park, beach and 
cafeteria visitor attraction in 
Bennett Memorial 
Recreation Ground. 

The funding will also cover 
the extension of the ‘Town 
Ranger’ service which will 
keep the place clean. 

Public toilets at The 


Quadrant will re-open, the 
grade II listed Priory House 
will be given a restoration, 
and there will be improved 
traffic signage in the town. 

It will also stand out more 
at night with the introduc¬ 
tion of architectural lighting 
at Grove House and the 
conference centre.

retail options on offer. The 
positive signs appear to be 
why Next have chosen to 
move into the White Lion 
retail park. 

Store manager Helen 
Pascoe said: “The new shop 
is 9,726 square feet and has 
created 13 jobs in the local 
area. It will be nice to 
welcome people to the 
store.” 

It’s not just retail parks 


getting all the attention 
though, with Councillor 
Young explaining how town 
centre shops are vital too. 

He told Luton on Sunday : 
“We want to enhance what 
is on offer. This has already

Apartment with old school appeal? 



TRENDY nightspot The 
Hacienda ended up a mecca for 
clubbers looking to party hard, 
but the former boat showroom 
had an unusual opening night 
back in 1982 with old-school 
comedian Bernard Manning on 
the bill. 

During its early years, plenty 
of big hitters lined up to play 
there, including Culture Club, 
Simple Minds and The Smiths. It 
was even the venue for 
Madonna’s first UK performance 
in 1984. By the end of the decade 
the Manchester club had 
achieved cult status as the acid 
house craze took off, but after 
drug dealers moved in, the club 
voluntarily shut for three 
months and improved security. 
However, it wasn’t enough and 
The Hacienda finally closed its 
doors in 1997. 

At an end-of-an-era auction, 
fans queued to buy bricks and 
bits of the dance floor, and the 
club’s history are the focus of the 
film 24 Hour Party People 
starring Steve Coogan. 

After years of neglect, the site 


was bought by developers in 
2004, who demolished the 
nightclub and built flats - 
keeping the iconic moniker - 
which meant clubbers with 
happy memories of house-music 
fuelled nights could find a home 
in their former hangout. 

This two-bedroom, eighth floor 
apartment has stacks of 
floor-to-ceiling windows with 
smart lighting throughout, a 
central music hub with speakers 
in every room and contemporary 


bathrooms. It’s also got a 
balcony, secure allocated car 
parking and 24-hour concierge, 
and is on the market for £349,950.

Live in a bit of Lennon history 



JOHN Lennon’s wedding day to 
first wife Cynthia was far from 
swinging. The 1962 ceremony at 
the Mount Pleasant Register 
office in Liverpool had fellow 
Beatles McCartney and George 
Harrison as guests with 
manager Brian Epstein, best 
man, but the couple didn’t have 
any flowers or a photographer. 

The wedding party celebrated 
afterwards in Reece’s restaurant, 
which wasn’t licensed to serve 
alcohol, so guests had to toast 
the couple with water. And the 
newlyweds didn’t even get a 
honeymoon, as Lennon had to 
play a gig at the Riverpark 
Ballroom in Chester that night. 

Cynthia Lennon, who died last 
year, met Lennon at Liverpool 
Art College and while the Beatle 
was performing in Hamburg, 
rented his bedroom from his 
aunt Mimi Smith. They married 
after she became pregnant, but 
when Beatlemania took off, she 
had to deny being his wife. After 
several affairs, Lennon cheated 
on her with Yoko, prompting a 
swift divorce in 1968 when she 


got £100,000. 

In the centre of Liverpool, 
Reece’s was a multi-floor 
restaurant where the first-floor 
became a dance hall at 
weekends. It closed in the 1980s 
and later became shops, but 
developers are now turning it 
into 91 studio and one bedroom 
open-plan apartments and have 
just got permission for a rooftop 


extension so flats on the top 
floors will get panoramic skyline 
views. 

With prices from £64,950 for a 
studio to £99,950 for a one bed, 
they’re hoping to attract young 
professionals and first-time 
buyers with furniture packages 
and on-site 24/7 concierge.

A tough businesswoman 
with a flair for sewing, she hit 
the big-time and joined French 
high society, amassing a $19bn 
fortune before her death in 
1971, making her one of the 
richest women of all time. 
Witty and mesmerizing, 

Chanel became muse, patron, 
or mistress to the century’s 
most celebrated artists, 
including Picasso, Dali, and 
Stravinsky. 

Another of her affairs was 
with American entrepreneur 
Harrison Williams, who in

Williams also moved in 
high circles and was 
friends with Edward VIII, 
who stayed at his home 
during American trips. 

Williams owned this 
houseboat, The New Yorker - 
built in 1928 and one of a 
handful of surviving ‘flyers’ of 
about 300 ever made that were 
used by wealthy businessmen 
to commute from their seaside 
mansions to marinas in 
Manhattan. 

The 66ft motor yacht had a 
spell in service during World 
War Two when it helped the 
British government rescue 
stranded sailors, but went 
back into private ownership

DANIEL Craig’s rumoured to 
have been offered $150m to 
reprise his role as 007 in the 
next two instalments of the 
blockbuster spy serial. 
However, the reluctant star 
famously remarked that he’d, 
“rather break this glass and 
slash my wrists” than utter 
the words, “Bond, James 
Bond” onscreen again. 

So with a possible vacancy, 
bookies are taking bets on 
other Brit stars filling Craig’s 
shoes, including James 
Norton, Idris Elba, Jamie 
Bell, Poldark star Aidan 
Turner, Damian Lewis and 
Tom Hardy. Even Gillian 
Anderson’s name has cropped 
up as a possible 
gender-bending Bond. 

While playing the 
international spy, Daniel 
Craig escaped to Skyfall 
Lodge in the 2012 movie, his 
country ancestral home in 
the highlands of Scotland, 
which he hadn’t visited since 
his parent’s death. 

But in London, Ian 


Fleming’s Bond books had 
the hero living in Royal 
Avenue just off the Kings 
Road in Chelsea, with an 
elderly Scottish housekeeper 
named May. His converted 
Regency house had a 
book-lined sitting room with 
a direct phone line to SIS 
headquarters in the bedroom. 

The swanky road was 
designed by Sir Christopher 
Wren on behalf of William III 
in the 1690s as part of a 
proposed carriageway linking 
the Royal Hospital to 
Kensington Palace. 

Petula Clark lived in the 
road in the 1980s and now No. 
8, a Grade II Listed Victorian 
five-storey house, has just 
been sold after being 
prepared by 

bbdesignhouse.com (0845 680 
1033). It originally had a 
self-contained flat in the 
lower ground but was 
reinstated as a single house, 
keeping many of the period 
features but gaining a sleek 
modern kitchen and 
bathroom. 



Where Partridge was shot 



AS ALAN Partridge might have 
said, ‘welcome to the places of 
my life’. In 2013 Steve Coogan’s 
alter-ego ‘bounced back’ from a 
nervous breakdown during his 
first cinematic outing, which 
was a box office hit. 

Alan Partridge: Alpha Papa 
promised fans ‘action’, ‘cops’, 
‘ruddy danger’ and ‘textbook 
Alan’ when the hapless hero 
tried to salvage his public career 
while negotiating a potentially 
violent turn of events at work. 
This included Partridge standing 
up to an estranged employee who 
had refused to leave and who 
then held 12 of his co-workers 
hostage. 

The production company 
subsequently revealed that fans 
could expect a second helping of 
Partridge, although there’s been 
no news on a sequel since. 

But rather than taking place 
in his beloved Norwich, the film 
was actually shot in Mitcham, in 
the London borough of Merton. 
Brook House posed as North 
Norfolk Digital, with the exterior 


used as the radio station. Now 
developed into luxury flats, it 
overlooks the cricket green and 
is near tram and train stations 
all within the Mitcham 
Conservation Area.

Jaguar gets back on track 


BY ENDA MULLEN 

JAGUAR’S return to motor racing 
after a 12-year absence is as much 
about testing the electric vehicle 
technologies that will spur the 
car maker’s continued growth as 
claiming honours on the 
racetrack. 

That was the verdict of Nick 
Rogers, Jaguar Land Rover’s 
executive director, product 
engineering, as the Coventry- 
based car maker officially 
launched its first all-electric 
Jaguar Racing car, the I-TYPE 1. 

The car will compete in the fast¬ 
growing FIA Formula E series, the 
third season of which is set to get 
under way in just a month’s time. 

Jaguar’s return to global motor- 
sport also sees it team-up with 
electronics giant Panasonic as its 
official partner. 

Panasonic Jaguar Racing will 
take to the track for the first time 
in Hong Kong on October 9 with 
drivers Adam Carroll, Mitch 
Evans and reserve driver Ho-Pin 
Tung. 

Jaguar Land Rover, now the 
UK’s largest R&D investor, has 
pledged the Formula E champi¬ 
onship will serve as a platform to 
develop the next generation of 
electric powered road cars. 

Speaking at the launch of 
Panasonic Jaguar Racing, Mr 
Rogers underlined the important 



role Formula E will play in devel¬ 
oping electric vehicle technology 
and the importance of electric 
vehicles in Jaguar Land Rover’s 
future product portfolio. 

He said: “Over the next five 
years we will see more changes in 
the automotive world than in the 
last three decades. 

“The championship will enable 
us to engineer and test our 
advanced technologies under 
extreme performance conditions. 

“We will apply this vital knowl¬ 
edge as part of our real world 


development. At Jaguar Land 
Rover we employ 9,000 engineers 
and the team will draw on these 
engineers to extract data and 
push the boundaries of electric 
technology in a race environ¬ 
ment.” 

He added: “All of the technology 
is being pushed to the limits on 
the racetrack and that technology 
will flow back into road vehicles. 

“I promise you I will soon be 
telling you about new products 
that will have this new 
technology in.” 


Formula E sees electric racing 
cars compete on inner city 
circuits around the world. 

James Barclay, Panasonic Jaguar 
Racing team director, said: “We 
want to be successful on and off 
the track. 

“We know that the challenge 
will be strong - our competitors 
have a two-year head start. 

“We will be keeping our 
expectations in check in our first 
season. 

“Ultimately we’re here to win 
but we’re here to innovate too.”

Renault Kadjar 

Take a look inside...

Renault is careful about the new 
models it offers British buyers, 
keeping some firmly to the other 
side of the English Channel. 

So, you can’t walk into your 
local Renault showroom and 
order a new Talisman or Espace, 
because the company reckons 
not enough of us would buy one. 

Might be right on the 
Talisman but the people carrying 
Espace is such a stunner you’d 
think it might succeed on looks 
alone. Which brings us to a 
Renault you can buy from the 
dealer down the road and it’s a 
looker as well. 

The Kadjar is Renault’s 
larger car entry to the crosso¬ 
ver market (with the smaller 
Captur a rung down the ladder) 
and comes at a time when we 
can’t get enough of something 
that looks like a hatchback on 
steroids. 

Something like the Nissan 
Qashqai, for instance. This 
massive seller donates big profits 
to its maker, and lots of parts. . . 
to the Renault Kadjar. 

Both are products of the 
Renault-Nissan Alliance and 
beneath both Qashqai and 
Kadjar you’ll find the same 
engines and body platforms. 

The bits you can see are 
different - and to these eyes 


the Kadjar is much the better 
looking car, inside and out, with 
a bit of catwalk attitude to its 
bodywork creases and slashes. 

Present the Kadjar in the flame 
red of this car (a £625 option) 
and you have something that 
looks worth more than the 
£ 18,495 that starts the range off. 

Add in the 19-inch alloy wheels 
that come as standard on the 
Signature Nav grade test car and 
you have a car that stands out. 

Inside, there’s plenty of room 
front and rear and a generous 
boot. 

The same crossover genes 
make the Kadjar look a likely 
candidate for all-wheel drive, 
but hardly any of them are and 
most owners will find their 
front-wheel drivers can cope 
with anything an English winter 
throws at them. 

The Signature Nav grade 
brings - you’ve guessed - a 
satellite navigation system. It 
was easy to use and the route 
showed up clearly on a nicely 
sized screen. Also part of the 
spec is a Bose sound system that 
pumped out volume but whose 
alloy coloured logo on the dash 
top reflected annoyingly in the 
windscreen. 

Niggles aside though, here 
is a handsome addition to the 
crossover market that deserves 
to do well.

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NEW DISCOVERY TESTED TO THE EXTREMES

MORE images of the new Land Rover Discovery undergoing testing have been released prior to the world premiere of the fifth generation SUV at the Paris 
Motor Show. The vehicle has undergone some 28 months of trials in 20 countries across the globe, including endurance tests across the deserts of Dubai in 
temperatures of plus 40 degrees Celsius and in sub-zero conditions in the north of Sweden. 

It has also been put through its paces at altitude in the Colorado mountains. Land Rover says it has built 294 development vehicles to prove the new Discovery 
and carried out more than 35,000 individual component tests. The new model is the first Land Rover to undergo a full programme of virtual testing prior to the 
physical testing process, delivering robust quality and durability before any prototypes are built. Exact details of the latest Discovery are still being kept under 
wraps although Land Rover is already describing it as the ‘ultimate family SUV’. During the development of the new seven-seat Disco the company’s engineers 
were tasked with involving their children in the design process and take on board their demands. The youngsters also came up with the final camouflage design 
to keep the model’s final design a secret. Alex Heslop, Land Rover’s chief engineer for the new Discovery, said: “Being able to get the children involved in our 
final camouflage design brought a smile to all our faces. They don’t always realise it, but these kids have played a major role in developing the New Discovery. 
“There is no better insight into the needs of the modern family than the first-hand experience we glean at home. That’s why we have up to nine USB ports to 
charge everyone’s devices, why we’ve got space to hide four iPads away securely and why every seat has been designed to be the best seat in the house.” 

The new model, which will be revealed at the Paris show on September 29, also features a system that allows owners to configure their vehicle seating through 
the InControl Remote app on their smartphone from anywhere. Land Rover is claiming the so-called Intelligent Seat Fold Technology as a world-first and it 
enables the two rear rows of seats to be fully reconfigured in as little as 14 seconds via the app downloaded on any iOS or Android operating system..

FOOTBALL isn’t always 
known for learning from its 
mistakes - you only have to 
look at England’s perfor¬ 
mances in major tourna¬ 
ments since Euro 96 to come 
to that conclusion. 

The sickening reluctance of 
FIFA to get its sordid house in 
order is another instance that 
leaves you worrying that the 
world’s most popular sport is 
determined to eat itself alive. 

Thankfully, this week saw 
some common sense prevail, 
even if it did require a bit of 
prompting. 

Nonetheless the English 
Football League announcing 
that the inclusion of Premier 
League ‘B’ teams will not be 
considered in their restruc¬ 
turing plans came as a bless¬ 
ed relief for the millions of 
football fans in this country 
that knew all along what a 
lousy concept this was. 

It also showed that the ELL 
have learned from their 
‘experiment’ of allowing 
Under-23 teams into the

Checkatrade Trophy, thus 
turning an already maligned 
competition into a farce. 

The organisation made a 
rod for its own back by forcing 
through the vote to allow 
them in during the summer 
before thinking of clearing 
with the Premier League 
clubs whether they’d like 
their youngsters to take part. 

When the likes of 
Manchester United, Arsenal, 
Liverpool and Manchester 
City made the decision that 
‘no, they wouldn’t’ it meant 
U23 teams from Blackburn, 
Brighton and Reading had to 
fill up the spaces. 

Unurprisingly, this didn’t 


capture the imagination of 
supporters, who as usual were 
the last people those running 
the sport they love thought 
about consulting. 

Next month Luton Town 
welcome West Brom U23s to 
Kenilworth Road. Hands up, 
Hatters fans: who’s getting 
excited by that prospect? 
Anybody? Okay, moving on... 

Mercifully, the EFL’s 
announcement on Thursday 
suggests that this abomina¬ 
tion will be a one-season 
wonder, but you wonder why 
it needed to happen in the 
first place for them to decide 
this wasn’t the direction they 
wanted to go in. 

Included in its statement 
was: “The logical place for 
many was to source the addi¬ 
tional teams for League Three 
from the National League.” 
No kidding. 

Surely it doesn’t need a com¬ 
mittee to tell you that clubs 
like Tranmere, Forest Green 
or Dagenham & Redbridge 
are more deserving of a 


Football League place than 
‘B’ teams? 

But whichever scenic route 
they took to come to their 
conclusion, the ELL have 
made the right decision. 

Adding ‘B’ teams to the 
English league structure 


would have instantly cheap¬ 
ened it - we go back to the 
point that no fan could possi¬ 
bly get excited about their 
club facing a reserve side. 

The voting on a final pro¬ 
posal, which could also 
include regionalisation and 


the introduction of a winter 
break for the Championship, 
could end up taking place in 
June next year. 

If this happens, at least we’re 
safe in the knowledge that the 
worst idea has already been 
thrown out of the window.

Injury ‘killed Donny’s flow’

MANAGER Nathan Jones admit¬ 
ted that lengthy treatment for 
Scott Cuthbert's neck injury may 
have killed Doncaster's flow as 
his Luton side came from a goal 
behind to win 3-1 and leapfrog 
Rovers to third in League Two. 

The visitors outclassed the 
Hatters for 20 minutes and took 
the lead through James Coppinger, 
but the home captain was struck 
down in the build-up and needed 
more than seven minutes of treat¬ 
ment before getting stretchered 
off and taken to hospital. 

After the delay Cameron 
McGeehan got Town back on 
terms and Jack Marriott edge 
them in front before half time. 
The former then scored from the 
spot in the 81st minute, though 
the match ran for an additional 20 
minutes of injury time as numer¬ 
ous Hatters required treatment 
throughout the game. 

“[It was] a big game, a big result 
and we showed over the 110 min¬ 
utes that we were up for it,” said 
Jones. 

Talking of the impact that the 
injury to his skipper had on the 
game, the manager said: “It might 


have killed their flow, it might 
have given us a bit of time to 
regroup and to settle down, so it 
might have helped us in hind¬ 
sight. I don’t actually know, but it 
might have. After that we were 
better.” 

Cuthbert had been restored to 
the starting 11 after Alan Sheehan 
had replaced him for the previous 
two games, so he could be facing 
more time away from action. 

Jones said: “Hopefully it looked 
more serious than it is because, 
when you have a bit of a neck 
problem, they want to keep you 
straight and immobilised, so 
that’s what the thing was. That 
took a little bit of time. I’m hoping 
it looked worse than it was. He’s 
gone off to hospital so hopefully 
we can get some news after that.” 

Doncaster had won five of their 
last six games before their visit to 
Kenilworth Road and they looked 
a class act in the early stages, but 
Town more than matched that 
once they’d equalised. 

“I’m very proud of them because 
I thought they came through a 
real stern test,” said Jones, adding: 
“There are some big players in 
their side, but we showed a lot of 
character to regroup after the set¬ 
backs of the goal, losing our cap¬ 
tain and then I thought we 
throughly deserved the victory.”

DONCASTER ROVERS 1 

SOMETIMES even 20 additional minutes just 
isn't enough. 

Cameron McGeehan scored twice as Luton 
came from behind against promotion rivals 
Doncaster in an action-packed, injury-laden, 
magnificent afternoon to claim their first 
League Two victory in three outings. 

It was the manner in which they stopped the 
rot, leapfrogged their visitors into third place 
and moved to within two points of the sum¬ 
mit, which will send electric shocks of confi¬ 
dence through Nathan Jones’ side because, for 
the first 20 minutes, Rovers ran them ragged. 
The next 70 were thrilling and more than 20 
minutes of additional time in total just pro¬ 
longed the drama. 

The worry, when James Coppinger edged the 
Yorkshire side in front midway through the 
first half, was that they were in for a hiding but 
a concerning neck injury for Hatters skipper 
Scott Cuthbert, and seven minutes of treat¬ 
ment before the restart, gave the hosts time to 
regroup. 

After that they were clinical. After that they 
were superb. 

Town turned it around with two first half 
goal in five minutes and on both occasions 
Danny Hylton and Oily Lee were instrumental, 
with the midfielder - much criticised after his 
last Kenilworth Road outing - also registering 
one of his best defensive displays in a Hatters 
shirt. 

It was the 25-year-old’s smashed cross which 


was turned in by McGeehan and then it was 
his ball, soon after, that went to Jack Marriott 
via Hylton - who was sent off deep into second 
half injury in bizarre circumstances. 

Before that McGeehan’s 81st minute penalty 
had settled it and, on any other day, the length 
of time between goals would suggest that very 
little happened. Nothing could have been fur¬ 
ther from the truth. 

Remarkably, they were still playing beyond 


5pm as Luton physio Simon Parsell was given 
almost as much time on the pitch as the play¬ 
ers he had to treat with alarming regularity. 
Jordan Cook limped off injured in the first half 
and Alan Sheehan, on for Cutbert, finished 
with a Terry Butcher-esque head bandage - 
minus the copious amounts claret - but, it 
would be easier to name the players that didn’t 
require medical assistance in a game that was 
far from dirty. 


Hatters boss Jones made five changes to the 
side the slumped 2-0 at Crawley, with Hylton, 
Marriott, Cuthbert, Pelly-Ruddock Mpanzu 
and James Justin returned to the starting line¬ 
up, the latter for his full Football League debut. 

It was a baptism of fire for the 18-year-old as 
Luton’s goal led a charmed life from the first 
minute. John Marquis nodded wide when it 
looked easier to score and Andy Williams’ 
header clipped the top of the bar soon after. 

Rovers simply outclassed Town is all depart¬ 
ments in the early stages and they deservedly 
took the lead when Coppinger capitalised on 
chaos in the box. In the process, Cuthbert - 
who had injured himself moments before in a 
halfway line clash with Marquis - hit the deck 
and didn’t get up, requiring seven minutes of 
treatment before being stretchered off to con¬ 
cerned applause. 

The lengthy stoppage proved a blessing in 
disguise for Luton as, from out of nowhere, 
they pulled themselves level through 
McGeehan and five minutes later took the lead 
through Marriott. 

They held that confidently throughout the 
second period as players began dropping like 
flies, but the game was put to bed when Joe 
Wright tripped Mpanzu in the penalty area. 
And, having missed his last spot-kick against 
Wycombe, McGeehan stepped up and 
smashed this one straight down the middle. 

Deep into injury time Hylton - who’d already 
earned a one-match suspension for his fifth 
caution of the campaign - was sent off when, 
in frustration, he appeared to throw an object 
that he’d found off the pitch, having been 
nudged into the Oak Road advertising hoard¬ 
ings. He’ll miss two matches now. 

Keeper Christian Walton - a spectator for 
much of the match - preserved Town’s two- 
goal lead with an instinctive block from 
Marquis late on, but the result never looked in 
doubt as yet more injury time was added on.
